We also prove the adaptation of bulbs for various styles of decoration, so that 
in the body of the Catalogue will be found interspersed remarks upon classes which, during the 
spring and summer, were more especially the subjects of our investigation. 

III. This season much additional valuable information will be found in the body of our Catalogue, 

and we have supplied a Descriptive Index, to bring more immediately under the notice of our 
customers many valuable species of bulbs, <fcc., which might otherwise be overlooked. 

IV. Our Floral Albums (four volumes super-royal) contain above 5000 coloured plates of Bulbous and 

Tuberous-rooted Plants, Annuals, Perennials, Stove and Greenhouse Plants, Ferns and Orna- 
mental foliage Plants. The Illustrations of Ferns and Foliage Plants are from the published 
works of E. J. Lowe, Esq. The other Plates have been collected from the most reliable Floral 
and Botanical works, English and Foreign, and contain numerous illustrations of new and rare 
plants, interesting alike to the florist and botanist. We keep constantly adding plates of new 
plants, as these appear in the various works devoted to gardening. 

The Albums ore kept at our warehouse as books of reference for the use of those of our 
customers who wish to refer to them when in London. 

V. Five per cent, is allowed on all payments made within one month from date of invoice. 

VI. Carriage is allowed on orders amounting to 21s. and upwards, to any principal Railway Station in 
England and Wales, to Edinburgh and Glasgow, and to any principal Station on the North 
British, Caledonian and Scottish Central Lines. Also to Dublin and Belfast by the Great 
Northern Railway. To Cork, Limerick, and Waterford, by steamboat from London, or to 
Bristol or Holyhead by railway, en route. We prefer the latter, being more expeditious, and 
unless instructed otherwise, we shall forward by way of Bristol or Holyhead. Carriage to be 
deducted at settlement. 

VII. Formerly our custom was to pay carriage in London ; but we were compelled to relinquish this 

practice, in consequenco of our “ Carriage Paid” packages not being delivered with the same 
promptitude as those not prepaid ; and, also, on account of continual complaints from our 
customers that they also had to pay carriage before they could get the goods. We mention this 
as the reason why we have abandoned a practice followed by us for so many years. 

VIII. Orders which are paid in advance will either be sent carriage paid or a liberal equivalent in goods 

will be added. The latter course will be adopted unless we are otherwise instructed. 

IX. No charge is made for the packing or the package, except in the case of Plants, Seed Potatoes, 
Asparagus, Scakalc, and Rhubarb. A small -charge will bo made in these cases for the mat, 
hamper, d-c., and, if returned, half-price will be allowed. 

X. Fruit and Forest Trees, Soils, Wirework, Plant Cases and Stands, Warner’s Garden Engines and 
Water Barrows, Flower Boxes, Jardinets, and Terra-cotta, Rustic, China, and Glass goods — on 
these wo do not allow carriage, and the packages are charged. 

XI. Post Office Orders to be made payable at King-street Post Office, Covent Garden, W.C. All 
cheques to be crossed “ Union Bank of London.” Small amounts may be paid in Postage 
Stamps. 

XII. Those with whom we have not previously had business transactions, unless introduced by a 
customer, are respectfully requested to send with their order a remittance or a London 
reference. 



FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NOTICES, 

XIII. To insure attention orders must be accompanied with a remittance, a draught or an “ order to 

pay” on a London agent. The remittance should be sufficient to cover the expense of cases and 
carriage, as when the freight is not paid in advance a heavy per centagc is added to it by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company and their agents. 

XIV. We pay postage on all packets of Flower Seeds sent to India and the Colonies. When sent in 

waterproof bags these are charged for. 

XV. A few pounds weight of Vegetable Seeds can be sent by sample post more cheaply and expe- 
ditiously than by Overland Mail, thus avoiding custom-house intervention and the employment 
of forwarding agents. In such cases the remittance should leave a margin to cover postage 
and the cost of waterproof bags.

THE TULIP. 

(PJT We have this year omitted from our Collection of Tulips a number of inferior sorts , both double 
and single. Of late years a great many new kinds have been introduced, some of them superseding those of 
earlier introduction. In consequence oj' this, last Autumn we planted in our experimental grounds a com- 
plete Collection, and so by growing the new and the old together we were enabled to retain only the best. Some 
of the new ones were new only in name, others showed considerable advances ; and these latter we have 
given prominence to in our descriptions. The most marked improvements have been in the shape, colour, 
and increased size of the flowers. 

For Winter and Spring gardening, Early Flowering Tulips, double and single, are indispensable. 
Their extreme hardiness, their certainty of blooming, the absence of all difficulty in their cultivation, 
combined with their brilliant and diversified colours, distinctly entitle them to a preference ; while their 
cheapness enables eveiy lover of a flower garden to plant them extensively. 

Those who have only small town gardens with in<5fferent soil need not be afraid to plant Tulips 
freely, as they succeed well even in such positions, and remain longer in bloom than if grown in situations 
where they would be more exposed to the sun’s rays. In such gardens we have ourselves grown bulbs 
successfully of many kinds ; our advice, therefore, is the result of experience.

No other section of the Tulip displays so great a variety of delicate, striking, and attractive colours. 
Of seifs there are beautiful scarlets, crimsons, whites, and yellows. Of party-colours, there are snow 
white grounds, striped and feathered with purple, violet, crimson, rose, puce, and cerise; and yellow 
grounds, with crimson, scarlet, and red flakes and feathers; so that only those who have cultivated 
the varieties of Early Single Tulips systematically can form any just idea of their beauty.

CROCUS. 

For in-door decoration the Crocus properly managed is valuable ; and, as one of Flora’s first heralds of 
Spring, for the flower garden it is indispensable. When used two or three lines deep as an edging to beds, 
or to form broad marginal lines in distinct colours, or in various colours blended, the effect is remarkably 
striking. We have seen long, broad, wavy bands of golden yellow, of pure white, and of deep purple 
Crocus, also fancy devices of these, and groups and masses of 10 to 1,000 bulbs, expand with such effect 
in the sun, as to elicit the greatest admiration. In lawns and pleasure parks, where the grass is not 
mown very early, the Crocus and Snowdrop planted in scrolls or other fancy designs are frequently 
introduced with remarkably fine effect; while in wildernesses and woodland walks they are universal 
favourites as associates of the sweet-scented violet, the primrose, and the oxlip. 

The depredations of mice on the Crocus may be prevented by placing pieces of the Crown Imperial 
bulb near where the roots are planted.

SNOWDROP. 

The effect of the Snowdrop is very greatly enhanced by planting thickly either in lines three to six 
bulbs deep, or in large masses, in situations where they can remain undisturbed for years ; the best 
positions being close to the edges of beds, flower and shrubbery borders. In grass lawns and pleasure 

parks they should be planted in scrolls or other fancy devices, without disturbing the turf, simply by 

making holes five inches deep with a dibber, dropping in two inches of fresh soil, then three bulbs, and 
filling up with soil, keeping the holes about three inches apart.

These are amongst the most graceful, attractive, and beautiful of Cape flowering bulbs. They differ 
considerably in style and habit of growth, but, being closely allied, they require the same cultural 
treatment. 

For In-Doors. Plant in October or November five or six bulbs, in a five-inch pot, using a compost 
of turfy loam, peat, or leaf mould, mixed with clean sand. Make the soil moderately firm about the 
bulbs, then place them in a cold pit or frame, plunging tho pot in ashes, and withhold water till the 
plants appear, then give sparingly at first. The lights should not be kept on except during wet or frosty 
weather. Early in March, when the plants have made some growth, they may be removed to the green- 
house or where there is a very gentle warmth, and placed on a shelf close to the glass till in bloom. 

For Out-doors. Choose a light loamy soil thoroughly drained and with due south aspect (the 
hotter the situation and the dryer during winter the better), if backed by a wall 'or greenhouse it is so 
much in favour. Plant the bulbs six inches deep and two to four inches apart. For winter protection 
two or three inches of dry leaves Mall be sufficient. 

At our experimental grounds this season we had a grand display of these charming flowers. W e 
made up a temporary pit, and placed in it about a foot of good soil. In this we planted the bulbs, about 
two inches deep, and during wet and frosty weather protected them simply with shutters. The mass of 
bloom we had was surprising, and we could not help feeling at how trifling an amount of trouble so 
large a quantity of valuable flowers to cut for in-door decoration could be produced. 

IXIAS. 



The colours of these are rich, diversified, and striking, forming contrasts of the most remarkable 
character, not only in the different varieties, but also in the individual flowers. The habit of the plant 
is most graceful ; and when a quantity of them are in full bloom, and the sun’s rays falling upon them, 
they present a picture of gorgeous beauty such as may have been dreamt of in the fabled gardens of the 
Hesperides.

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SPARAXIS. 

Mr. Saunders, of Guernsey, when writing some years ago with reference to the Sparaxis, remarked 
that enthusiastic florists unaccustomed to see them in bloom scarcely knew which to admire most. So 
great, indeed, was their extatic delight at the immense variety of the colours and the gorgeousness of 
the hues, that he had seen the knee bent and gymnasia performed in its expression without feeling at 
liberty to condemn the performers. Unlike the Ixias, these are dwarf and compact in growth, imparting 
altogether a different effect in decoration, while the colour and the formation of the flower are as dis- 
similar to the Ixias as are the habit and style of the plant. We strongly recommend them for pot culture.

THE RANUNCULUS. 



A truly elegant aud beautif id flower, combining with the most diversified shades and colours an exquisite 
symmetry and compactness. As a cut flower it is quite as usefid as the Rose, while for bedding, ribboning, 
massing, and edging, in separate or distinct colours, the effect produced is magnificent in the Spring 
flower garden. 

Culture. — For snccessional blooming, plant the Turban varieties from October to January, and the 
Persian from January to March. The Ranunculus succeeds best in a somewhat moist soil, but any soil, 
properly prepared, will grow it to perfection. Plant on a dry daj', when the soil works kindly; draw drills 
two inches deep and five or six inches apart, sprinkling a little sand at the bottom of the drill. The tubers 
should be firmly pressed into the soil, with the claws downwards, and covered with sand, then with soil, 
keeping the crown two inches under the surface ; during severe weather, cover the bed with dry litter, 
leaves, or old tan ; but the covering must l/e. removed before the plants appear. In April and May, during 
dry weather, water the beds freely twice or thrice each week, and when the flower-bud appears water daily, 
and continue doing so while the plants arc blooming ; but be careful to wet the foliage ns little as possible. 

The cost of Ranunculus roots, except in the case of choice varieties, is so trifling that it is not much 
sacrifice, immediately they have done blooming, to dig up the beds and put. in the summer and autumn 
blooming plants, and thus no time is lost in the succession of flowers.

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THE ANEMONE. 

Amongst the diversified forms of floral beauty which enrich the flower garden, from the first opening 
blossoms of Spring to the last rose of Summer, the Anemone occupies a very prominent place, possessing 
many points of interest and special characteristics of colour. Its blossoms are of the most dazzling hues 
of Bcarlet, purple, and blue, self coloured and Btriped. The foliage is elegantly serrated, and the growth 
is neat and compact, so that in beds, groups, ribbons, or as an edging to Tulip or Hyacinth beds, arranged 
either in distinct colours or mixed, they produce a unique effect. 

The flowers of the Double Anemone are extremely handsome; they have outer guard petals, re- 
sembling a semi-double Hollyhock. If planted from October to December they will bloom in succession 
during the early Spring months, while those planted in February and March will bloom from April to June. 

The Single Anemone ( Wind Flower), with its beautiful poppy-like blossoms, may be had in bloom at 
pleasure ( weather permitting) from February to December, and, in sheltered nooks, even in January, by 
simply arranging the time of planting. .... 

Culture. — The Anemone delights in a light rich loamy soil, but generally succeeds in any which is 
well drained. Sea-sand, or a little salt mixed with the soil, is a good preventive of mildew : in other 
respects, the culture and after management should be precisely the same as that of the Ranunculus.

CYCLAMEN. 

Charming winter and spring blooming tuberous-rooted plants, many of them as remarkable for the 
beautiful variegation of their foliage as for their flowers, which are the personification of neatness, 
chasteness, beauty, and grace. In a finger glass, a lady’s bouquet, or a gentleman’s button-hole, no 
flowers elicit so much marked attention and admiration as do the Cyclamen. Their culture is very 
simple; all the varieties will succeed in a sitting-room window, a cool greenhouse or conservatory, 
placed close to the glass. The varieties of Atkinsii, Coum, Gnecum, Hedersefolium, Repandum, and 
Vemum are perfectly hardy as regards cold ; but should have a little shelter against cutting winds and 
the hot sun. When planted in the open border, a situation possessing these advantages should be 
chosen. The soil should be removed, and rubble to the depth of a foot to eighteen inches should be put 
in, and on this a nice compost of a few inches of vegetable soil, loam, and sand. The bulbs planted and 
left to themselves will grow freely, and established masses will give an abundance of flowers. Grown 
in pots the simplest protection that can be afforded by a frame will be ample, taking care that the 
drainage is well attended to as they are most impatient of moisture at the roots. When in growth they 
should have plenty of moisture overhead ; indeed, all Cyclamen cultivated in pots, when growing freely, 
should be syringed at least twice a day. 
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We have at present in our experimental grounds a long row of C. Europium in full bloom ; its 
beautiful red flowers being delightfully fragrant. 

Persicum and its varieties are not hardy, but succeed in a very low temperature, such as may be 
afforded by a cool greenhouse or drawing-room, and they will succeed also in the stove or in the 
orchid-house. 

All the varieties of Cyclamen are sent out in their blooming pots, with the exception of Europajum, 
which is offered at a cheap rate. These are lifted out of the ground. 

Mixed varieties of Persicum consist principally of the large-flowering kinds, such as annually cany 
off the first prizes at the great Spring Flower Shows of the Royal Horticultural Gardens and ihe Royal 
Botanic Gardens ; many of them being fragrant.

SCILLA. 

Amongst spring and early summer flowers the Scilla is of the first importance, whether viewed for 
its effect in the flower garden, or its value as a cut flower. Scilla sibirica is of the most intense blue 
and a gem amongst flowers. In our experimental grounds it was in bloom this season throughout 
February and March. As an edging, or for filling a small bed planted sufficient!}'- thick, or grown in 

r oups of from a dozen to a hundred, it is matchless. In pots and in jardinets it is equally decorative. 

amcena is also beautiful, but grows a little taller and flow r er3 somewhat later. It is useful as a 
succession. S. bifolia is a pretty little thing, but none of them can compare with Sibirica. 

S. campanulata and its varieties are very effective, and should be grown in masses or in long lines 
several deep and left undisturbed for years. S. nutans is also showy. In woodland walks and wild 
situations of any kind Campanulata and Nutans are quite at home. S. peruviana throws up an immense 
head of bloom, and in June established masses of this are exceedingly effective. 

S. amoena and S. sibirica, are of the most lovely azure blue, growing three inches high ; and flower- 
ing as they do in March, they make exquisite pot plants, and associate admirably Math the Snowdrop, 
Crocus, Hyacinth, <fcc., in all the elegant contrivances which ingenuity can suggest for in-door decoration ; 
as edgings or for beds, in the Spring flower garden, they are unique. M. botryoides makes a pretty dwarf 
edging* growing three inches high. S. hyacinthoides, and all the other varieties, make excellent groups 
in the flower border or in beds.

Botryoides is the Grape Hyacinth and flowers in April. In small beds ami as an edging it is quite 
a gem. A very pretty effect can bo produced by the association of the blue and the white, the contrast 
is so striking : the white is pure and the blue is deep. Plumosus monstrosus is the Feathered Hyacinth ; 
it flowers a little later than Botryoides. As an edging or in masses its large purplish-lilac plume-like 
flowers are very striking. Moschatus is the Musk Hyacinth, delightfully fragrant, and should be grown 
in pots to be enjoyed.

AMARYLLIS. 



The varieties of Amaryllis in this section are very easily cultivated ; grown in pots, the protection of 
the most ordinary fr.une is ample. The varieties of Bella-Donna and Longi folia, if planted in a dry 
south border under a wall, or in front of a greenhouse, and left undisturbed, when established, will 
annually prolr.ce their large showy and beautiful umbels of funnel-shaped flowers. Atomasco, Candida, 
and Lu ea are charming plants of dwarf growth, and exceedingly effective, several in a pot, or several 
planted together in a warm well-drained border. They come into bloom one after the other in succession ; 
thus— Atomasco first, then Candida, and lastly Lutea. Lutea has the appearance of a large yellow 
Crocus. Formosissima, the Jacobea- Lily, with its rich crimson flowers, cannot be too strongly recom- 
mended for forcing. Valotta purpurea cannot be too highly recommended for its charming scarlet flowers 
and for its easy culture ; those who have no other convenience than a sitting-room window can grow it 
with success, while those who have a greenhouse or a frame should grow it in quantity, and could use it 
in the autumn for filling vases, furnishing their greenhouse, or to cut for table bouquets, flower-baskets, &c.

The flowers of the beautiful Guernsey Lily are brilliant scarlet, and in the sun’s rays appear as if 
spangled with gold-dust.

These bulbs are generally received from Guernsey early in September, and always showing the 
S? W f£? o .u f oi' sh ould, therefore, be given immediately after the 1st and not later than 
the loth September. When dispatching these to our customers we examine the flower-bud of each, dis- 
carding such as at the time do not give promise of flowering. Notwithstanding this precaution on our 
part delay in transit, not planting immediately they are received, or, it may be, an undeveloped defect 
in the flower, may lead to partial failure. We therefore recommend those who wish to ensure the 
enjoyment of these charming flowers, as they are so exceedingly cheap, to purchase an extra supply, and 
so avoid disappointment and annoyance.

THE LILY (Lilium). 

In all ages and in all countries the Lily has been emblematical of beauty ; but in no other age than 
the present have the lovers of Flora had so full an opportunity of revelling in its varied charms. In 
diversity of form and colour it yields to no class of hardy plants ; for the Lily, with but few exceptions, 
will remain uninjured oftentimes at a lower temperature than many of our native plants. To those who 
can leave their Geranium beds and pass with us to a modified form of the mixed flower-borders of former 
days, we would suggest that masses of Lilies be interspersed along the borders, say three in a spot, where 
they may remain undisturbed for years, and so arranged as to give a succession of flowers from the 
beginning of June to the end of September. Those wliich flower first are the Croceum varieties, 
embracing Fulgens, Bulbiferum, and Thunbergianum. The colours range from the lightest apricot to the 
deepest orange-scarlet and crimson, and they commence blooming in June. These are followed by 
the Candidum and Longiflorum varieties, with their snow-white flowers. After these come Excelsum, 
Turk’s-caps, and a few others ; which are followed again by the Tiger Lilies, of which there are some 
grand varieties of noble growth and brilliantly coloured flowers ; and the magnificent Auratum, the 
Golden-rayed Queen of the Lilies. And as if Nature had been more munificent to this her favourite 
child than to any other class of flowers, she terminates her galaxy of Lily-beauty with the superb 
varieties of the Lancifolium, the most beautiful of all. 

We have treated the Lily as a hardy plant, grown in permanent situations. As a supplementary 
plant, however, for filling flower-beds, intermingling with other plants, and for arranging in situations 
where for the time being there may be a lack of colour, the Lilies may be used extensively with 
remarkable effect. For this purpose they should be grown in pots, plunged in ashes in any out-of-the- 
way corner till nearly in bloom ; from thence they can be removed to where they are required, and the 
pots plunged sufficiently deep to be out of sight ; when done blooming, re-lifted and returned to their 
former situations. They may also be treated in this manner to furnish a constant supply of bloom for 
the decoration of the conservatory, or for the furnishing of vases, table decorations, <fcc., aud this at a 
veiy moderate outlay ; and, as the Lilies annually improve and increase in quantity, the investment 
may be looked upon as not an unprofitable one. Roots ready to send out end of October.

THE GLADIOLI. 

EARLY-FLOWERING VARIETIES OF RAMOSUS. 

The Rev. H. H. Dombrain, who may be termed the ministering High Priest in the temple of the gay 
French deity, the Gandavensis Gladiolus, now in the zenith of popularity, for the last twelve months has 
been sounding the trumpet loud and long in praise of his favourite ; and while other presiding ministers 
have failed in establishing shrines to attract the great and the noble, Mr. Dombrain lias succeeded in 
raising his shrine at the Crystal Palace, and has been promised the unqualified support of devotees at 
home and abroad. 

No one has championed the Ramosus Gladiolus : shall its temple be closed because its'High Priest is 
simply a phlegmatic Dutchman, who is satisfied with the laurels of a past period ? We hope not. If 
the Priest is silent, his Dean, who has ventured in the G. C. to say a favourable word for R. insignis, 
will, we trust, another season extend his acquaintance, and still further advocate the cause of this 
early-flowering branching section of Flora’s Cape beauties. 

While writing the above it has been our privilege to revel amongst the Ramosus varieties of Gladioli 
and some of the minor branches of this extensive family. Conspicuous amongst them stood R. Ne plus 
ultra, with its large deep rose flowers, ou the under segments broad pure white feathers edged with 
scarlet; R. Elfrida, with its large blush flowers flaked with rose-purple ; R. rosea maculata, with its 
blossoms of lively rose ; R. Prince Albert, with its dark rose flowers ; and the mother variety (Ramosus), 
with its beautiful salmon-rose crimson-flaked flowers. Thus we could pass through the whole section ; 
and though we cannot claim for it the stateliness of the Gandavensis varieties, for intrinsic beauty and 
value as a cut flower the Ramosus is not surpassed. 

We must give a passing •word to R. floribundus, parent of the white varieties of Gandavensis. 
In our opinion, for general effect, and to cut for furnishing vases, few of its children yet surpass it. The 
tints range from the purest white to violet mottled. We must notice also, though less conspicuous still 
a rare variety, the white Colvilli ; exceedingly floriferous, and being much smaller in flower and spike 
than those already treated of, it will be found valuable, for its variety for groups in the border, and for 
its neatness to arrange in bouquets. 

Culture. — On well-drained soil trench the ground as deeply as it will admit of ; in the underspit 
work in abundance of manure; commence planting the bulbs in November, and for succession in 
December and January, at a depth of six inches, surrounding them with sand or road-grit. Until 
March protect with a covering of leaves or litter. Plant again in February and March, placing the 
bulbs three to four inches deep. If the summer is dry and the weather hot, twice a week at least give 
the ground a good soaking of water or liquid manure till the plants are in bloom. In wet situations 
the bulbs should not be planted till spring. 

Culture for Conservatory Decoration.— Plant three in a five or six-inch pot, plunge in ashes, 
and place in a cold frame or pit, withholding water till the bulbs have started into growth. Or, the pots 
may be buried in ashes, and there allowed to remain undisturbed till ready to remove in-doors. It is 
customary with many to plant several bulbs close together in the open border, and when the flower-spike 
shows the first tint, to lift them without breaking the ball, pot them and place them in-doors. Thus 
treated, the flowers expand as perfectly as if they had not been disturbed, and the bulbs are in no way 
injured.

THE GLADIOLI, AUTUMN FLOWERING VARIETIES OF GANDAVENSIS. 



In the whole range of Flora’s kingdom no plant is capable of so much adaptation, and may be used 
for so many and such varied purposes as the Gladioli. If in autumn there is a scarcity of colour in the 
conservatory, the Gladioli, Gandavensis varieties, will supply the want in endless variation of shades, by 
lifting them out of the borders. If vases and jardinets have to be furnished with cut flowers, the spikes 
of the Gladioli associate well with any other plant, and produce an effect which no other flower can do 
to the same extent. If flower-beds have to be extemporised for a festive occasion, Gladioli will meet 
the want: the spikes have simply to be cut off with a portion of the foliage, placed in bottles of water, 
and these buried in the soil ; so treated they will maintain a display for weeks. If the colour wanted is 
scarlet, Brenchleyenais and Bowiensis furnish this in perfection ; if a rose colour is required, Fanny 
Rouge will meet the want ; when the effect desired is a velvety carmine, Louis Van Houtte will supply 
it. ; il it is purple, Osiris will do your behest ; a white, Imperatrice, or, if you prefer, the Prince Imperial. 
Nemesis, Penelope, Mars, Goliath, Gil Bias, and John Bull — even Lord Granville — will contribute their 
services on moderate terms. 

Now-a-days it is thought but a trifle to pay two or three guineas for a Tricolor Geranium — at best 
but a passing pleasure : the investment has scarcely been made when it is announced that a fresh 
candidate is in the market, the description pointing out its superiority to the one just purchased ; two or 
three guineas are again expended, and this is repeated several times a year. And should an accident 
occur that the labels get displaced, the resemblance is frequently so groat that even those most learned 
in such matters could only replace them as a perad venture. Now, suppose one of those grand novelties 
were allowed to pass by, and 500 or 1000 Gladioli purchased instead (which can be done almost at the 
price of one of those plants), the flower-garden and borders could thus be furnished, and in addition a 
reserve piece of ground might be prepared by trenching and manuring, and Gladioli planted thickly in 
groups of three or more to be lifted or cut as required. In the borders never less than six to twelve 
roots should be planted in a group ; in the centre of which, if the plants require support, a stake can be 
placed, and the whole group fastened to it so that the support is not seen. 

We have spoken only of a few of the cheap Gladioli; but the amateur florist who enters into the 
detailed beauties of the individual flower, and prides himself upon the variety and extent of his 
collection, will find the most unlimited scope for his fancy in the list subjoined. 

There are few establishments, indeed, where the demand for cut flowers in November and December 
does not exceed the supply. Hence vases are filled with foliage which ought by right to be flowers ; but 
the latter, in the ordinary arrangements of the garden, are not produced. With little or no labour and 
a trifling outlay of two or three guineas, abundance of flowers may be supplied at the period named, as 
follows : — Plant the cheap varieties of Gladioli, such as Brenchleyensis and Bowiensis, for this special 
object in a reserve piece of ground trenched and well manured — the first planting, 10th June; second, 
25th June; and third, first week in July — putting the roots in groups, so that in autumn they can be 
lifted, placed in boxes or flower-pots, and put imder glass. There they will continue blooming as freely 
as those which flowered in the open garden in September. The Gandavensis section of the Gladioli 
should not be planted early in the open ground unless in warm well-drained situations. We never plant 
ours till after the 1st May. In a very few days they are up, and as they receive no check we have few 
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failures. Their blooming period dates from the middle of August. If a preference is given to the 
Gandavcnsis over the Ramosus varieties for early flowering, plant a few of the former in pots in 
February and again in March, keep them in a cold frame till May, and then plant out without disturbing 
the ball, in ground prepared as we have recommended for Gladioli grown in the reserve garden. 

Before leaving the subject, it may be important to those who have Rhododendron and Azalea beds 
close to their houses, to know that the Gladioli succeed admirably planted amongst these. Their grand 
spikes of bloom, when planted in sufficient quantity, rising above the green foliage, produce an effect 
only surpassed by the flowers of the Rhododendron and the Azalea. Planted in groups in shrubbery 
borders the striking effect of the rich colours against the sombre back-ground is also very telling.

The phrase, Spring Flower Garden, is familiar to us all as 11 household words,” and to realise its 
charms requires none of the paraphercialia so necessarily adjunct to the Summer Flower Garden. All the 
plants and bulbs required for producing an effect — far surpassing in variety of tint, diversity of form, 
and brilliancy of colour, the subjects used in the summer garden — are perfectly hardy, so that as soon as 
the cold weather sets in and the exotics have been removed in-doors, the beds and borders require simply 
to be forked up and manured, and furnished as taste or fancy may suggest. Bulbs such as Hyacinths, 
i Narcissus, Tulips, Crocus, Snowdrops, Winter Aconites, Triteleias, Ranunculus, Anemones, Crown 
Imperials and Scillas, all have their places. Besides these there is a perfect galaxy of beauty to be j 
realised from combinations of the following flowering plants — Alyssum, Arabis, Aubrietia, Cliveden i 
double daisies-— pink, red and white ; Cliveden blue and white Forget-Me-Nots, and the charming Myosotis j 
dissitiflora which blooms in February and continues till May ; the Cliveden Pansies — blue, purple, yellow, j 
white, and porcelain; Polyanthus, Phlox Nelsonii and frondosa, the double white Pink, and Pearce’s ' 
blush Pink ; Primroses, and the Viola Comuta Purple King and Mauve Queen ; also the white Viola ( 
Cornuta has been much recommended, and Viola lutca ; the single Wallflower and the double German \ 
Wallflower for back rows or for beds. Of annuals there are many of beauty the most striking ; and, j 
when sown in autumn, the effect realised after the plants have stood the winter can only be fairly j 
estimated by those who have cultivated them for maintaining and perpetuating the succession of their I 
spring display ; for a Spring Garden means flowers, weather permitting, from Christmas to June, and any ! 
one possessing a garden need have no difficulty in having all this with the plants named. Of annuals j 
we may mention a few : Agrostemma, Calandrinia speciosa, red and white ; Campanula pentagonia, lilac i 
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and white ; Candytuft, Clarkia, Collinsia, Godetia tenella, Lasthenia, Hymenoxis, Leptosiphon, Lin aria, 
Lupinus nanus, hemophilia, Oxyura, Platystemon, Saponaria, Silene pendula and pseudo-atocion, V iscaria, 
Whitlavia, &c. Sow in September as early as possible, or later on, in cold frames, and plant out in 
spring. Amongst ornamental foliage plants for the Spriiig Garden we may mention the Golden Feather 
Pyretkrum, with foliage in spring as bright in colour as Californian gold ; Ajuga with its mulberry leaves, 
Arabis mollis with its white variegation, and Arabis lucida variegata with its golden striped leaves, 
Aubrietia variegata 'with its silvery variegation, Cerastium tomentosum with its little silvery foliage, the 
golden blotched Daisy, the Stachys lanata with its large white foliage ; and then, as edgings for permanent 
work, Euonymus radicans variegata.

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“Last year, in Battersea Park, a few beds were planted with Echeverias and Sempervivums, and the 
ground clothed with various coloured Sedums. These, on account of their singular and grotesque beauty, 
and representing a new feature in gardening, excited a large amount of interest and considerable dis- 
cussion. Some of our best gardeners have this year produced, in their leaf gardens, curious and beautiful 
designs with the above plants ; while Mr. Gibson, the talented superintendent of Battersea Park, has 
given us, with considerable success, a miniature Alpine landscape, which would probably have been 
perfect had he shown the snow on the mountain top instead of in the valley, and the massive forms of 
the Echeveria Metallica lower down the mountain sides. The subject, however, is one which admits of 
the greatest possible diversity of taste, so that perhaps what appeared to us a misconception in Mr. 
Gibson’s arrangement, may have simply been on his part a copying of nature. Still, we think if the 
Antennaria tomentosa (which, by permission, from its snow-like aspect, wc might call the Snow-plant) 
had been on the top of the pseudo-Monte Rosa, the effect would have been more pleasing.”

And from our correspondence we have been pleased to notice that our record of 
what has been done in this wag has had its beneficial effect in creating an interest in the subject. 

The plants we have been referring to are admirably adapted for a Multum-in-parvo Window Garden. 
Invalids, and those who are confined much in-doors, and whose desire after the pleasures of gardening is 
strong, can have it gratified to a very considerable extent outside their sitting-room windows ; and as 
many of our readers will naturally ask how this may be accomplished, we feel we cannot do better than 
give them an illustration of what we ourselves have accomplished at our own private residence. The 
view given on p. 35, is from the inside of the room ; we have another from the outside, which will 
appear in our Illustrated Sheet. 

The outer edge of the window-sill is rusticated to keep in the soil, which consists of road-scrapings 
and loam. This is moulded into hills and dales of various conformations ; in the depressions or valleys is 
planted blue Sedum, and on the mounds and ridges distinct masses of different coloured Scdums and 
Sempervivums. Close to the rustication are planted Hemiaria glabra, Spergula pilifera, Antennaria, 
some varieties of Arenarias, Saxifragas, and Sedums, to droop over and cling to the rustication. Even in 
the crevices of the rustication little Alpines will grow. So that instead of having outside our window, as is 
customary, a blaze of a few gay colours for a month or two, we have groups of upwards of fifty distinct, 
plants — in fact, a vegetable microcosm on which we can feast our eyes again and again all the year 
round with untiring interest, the subjects being all perfectly hardy, and as the soil is entirely clothed, 
the annoyance of having this dashed on the glass'by every passing shower is avoided. In Autumn a 
few Snowdrops and Scilla sibirica might be introduced. 

The plants in the selections named are intended for sub- Alpine scenerg as above described , the Multum-in- 
parvo Window Garden, Rockwork and other devices as suggested.
